Opinion In Oil C a o e s 
Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
April 20.—The 
mrpr* ny r w i hi-' handed down two 
decisions of special interest to busi­ 
ness men. 
For the first time It has 
decided what the term “oil in paying 
^quantity” means 
Tbe decision was 
in the cast et' lf 
ll. Carrell against 
the Manhattan Oil company in which 
the lower cond awarded him judg­ 
ment for damages amounting to $3,- 
875. 
According to the lense tho com­ 
pany was to drill five wells on his 
property if oil was f Hind in paying 
quantity. 
The company claimed that 
tbt' first well did net pay enough to 
warrant it In drilling more and the 
supreme court held this a proper de­ 
fense. 
The supremo court holds that 
corpl rat ions org r:: ,ed nuder special 
laws enacted prior to tho adoption of 
the pre Stud state constitution in 1852 
absolutely ceased to exist when the 
term for which they We’re organized 
expired. 
The decision was an appeal 
by the American Cannel Coal com 
puny which was organized in 1827 
for a term of fifty years. It claimed a, 
right to fire clay deposits in Perry 
county. 
The supreme court reversed 
a judgment of the lower court in its 
favor holding it ceased to t xist la lx.87 
as a corporation, and therefore could 
not bring suit as one, 


EJntil tho supreme court renders a 
decision on the constitutionality of 
the anti-cigarette law it is probable 
that it will not be generally effective. 
For instance. Police Judge Whallon 
of Indianapolis holds that it does not 
prohibit smoking or private owner­ 
ship of cigarettos or the "makings,** 
but on the other hand a number of 
judges who are also good lawyers are
